IN MOSCOW SOVIET CAPITAL

MOSCOW, May 11.—A. wave of

Twenty highwaymen were shot In 
the "death corridor" lost week. Five 
more were condemned to death today, 
and two other trials are already In 
progress. Police officials say they in- 
tend to keep on ehootlng, as Irf 1919, 
until the stick up men decide to ob- 
tain their livelihood In some other 
way.Death is the legal penalty for steal- 
Ing in Soviet Russia. 
A woman was murdered and robbed 


6, few blocks from the headquarters 
of the A. R. A. recently, about mid- 
night, o nher way home from a 
friend's. Her husband, who had ling- 
ered behind, found her body, on a 
dark, unfrequented street. It is be- 
lieved she tried to run and the bandit 
shot.

Although highwaymen have been 
known to be operating more or less 
actively on the country roads and 
near villages around Moscow for four 
or five months, it was not until the 
middle of the winter that they in- 
vaded Moscow itself 
Money the Lure. 
Drawn out from their three years' 
hibernation, either by actual hunger 
or by the quantities of money, now 
circulating openly »n Moscow for the 
first time since the revolution, the 
criminal elements have renewed their 
open warfare against established or- 
den jr.d the peasant militia boys, with 
their sheepskin caps, long khaki over- 
coats, and even longer rifles, now have 
something more to do tham saunter 
sleepily through the streets at night. 
How much this recrudescence of 
crime is ascribable to actual hunger 
and how much tb the fact that money 
has once more bee.n endowed with 
ready value is doubtful. Certain it 
•was that during the last three years 
there was not the same temptation to 
steal money Food and clothing were 
doled out in rations, and opportunities 
for using money were far less num- 
erous. No stores were open Theaters 
were free. Also people did not have 
quantities of cash baout their persons. 
And the terrible memories of 1919 and 
Red terror were still fresh in the 
minds of the public and outlaws alike. 
The temptation lay rather in the 
direction of housebreaking, a far more 
hazardous undertaking than the hold- 
up, or food stealing. This, however, 
the Kremlin succeeded,in discourag- 
ing pretty effectively by means of the 
firing squad and orders to Red guards 
to shoot pillagers on the spot 
The new economic policy, however, 
reintroduced

Shops opened bringing op- 
portunities to convert cash esu-.'y into 
other objects. 
The .new 
•LI ^_iomic 
policy also brought back tht unem- 
ployed problem, and this latter has 
been making itself increasingly felt as 
the winter advanced.

They are now 
given open and public hearing* in 
court. > The same .principle Is followed 
against grafters; namely, that the 
gr«ate rthe publicity the greater the 
object tenon. The court* of Bolshaya 
Lubyanka are working overtime. 
How th* robbers are caught Is not 
always clear. But there seem to be 
plenty In the prisoners' docket and 
plenty more waiting In Jail. The po- 
lice get them, somehow, from eome- 
whare. perhaps the crowd now be- 
ing tried represents an accumulation 
of several months, suddenly produced 
en masse and put through as a big 
object lesson. 
Also, the manner of execution has 
been changed. Prisoners are no longer 
stood up against a wall before a 
squad. 
They are shot singly, their 
executioner discharging a revolver 
into the back of their heads as the 
two walk down a corridor in the 
Cheka, known as the "death corri- 
dor." 
A prisoner never knows exactly 
when he Is to make this last walk. A 
guard appears at his cell door and 
summons him to pass before him. It 
may be an ordinary transfer to anoth- 
er cell. It may be death. 
The Bolshevik authorities say they 
consider this method more humane, 
particularly in the case of political 
prisoners, who in the past have sel- 
dom even been informed of their sent- 
ence to death, the entire trial being 
conducted in secref in the Cheka and 
the verdict not being published. 
In the case of bandits, however, the 
trials now In progress are open and 
the sentences formally announced, be- 
ing fulfilled within 24 or 48 hours. 
Since the abolition of the Cheka 
nearly two months ago, trials of polit- 
ical prisoners should also theoretically 
be in the open. Thus far, however, no 
public trials have taken place.

OBERAMMERGAU, Bavaria, May 


11.—Oberammergau presented today 
the general rehearsal which will pre- 
cede the formal launching Sunday of 
the world-famous Passion Play. 


Today rehearsal was mainly for the 


housewives and other non-partici- 
pants of the village who will have 
no time for the play afterwards, but 
will be busy night and day attending 
the wants of players and visitors. 
This will be the first performance 
of the Passion Play since 1910. Since 
its first rendition in the seventeenth 
century, the result of a vow that if 
the village were spared from the 
plague which was sweeping Europe, 
the Passion Play would be perform- 
ed every -tenth yar, there have been 
fexv breaks in th« decennial festival. 
But in 1920 it was considred inadvis- 
able to hold the play because 01 the 
after-effects of the war. 
Anton Lang, -the boarded master- 
potter, will fill again the central roole 
of the Christus, which he performed 
in 1900 and 1910. 
Fraulein Martha 
Veil, brunette daughter of a famous 
Passion Play family, will play the 
part of Mary- Paula Rendl is to be 
Mary Magdalene, and her father. Pe- 
ter Rendl, ivory sculptor, will be Jo- 
seph of Annathea, Anna Bauer suc- 
ceeds as Martha her sister.

The Democrats opposed it solidly.

Eggs It Built Up 


QUILLATUTB. Woh., May 


An Increasing trad* has been bull! 
up in northwest cltlw tor murre «•**» 
the value of which M a comestible to 
widely recognized. 


The «gg of this »«a fowl ha» excel- 
lent nourishing qualities for invalid* 
and contains ao abnormal amount of 
white, or albumen. Though the murr» 
subsists on fish, the flavor of the egg 
is not dissimilar to that of the domes- 
tic hen. A curious feature in cooking 
is- that the albumen does not becom« 
solidified and of an opaque whltneu, 
a.s does that of the chicken «gg, bui 
retains its jelly-like character and li 
light blue in color. In size the eggi 
are approximately that of the goose. 
The eggs are sometimes cooked hard 
and mashed, then served with salad 
or mayonnaise dressing. 
The murre arrives off the west coast 


of Washington early hi spring, finds 
a slit In the rocky cliffs or a cOrtvea* 
lent ledge where, with no nesting i»a« 
terial, the^eggs are laid. Egg gather* 
ers, mostly Indians, climb the ciifff. 
daily, taking out one fresh «gg from 
each nest 
The climbers maintaU 
their positions on the almost perpenc 
dicular rocks by chipping wut hand- 
and foot holds from the c!lffs7 Thes« 
are 
us>ed year after year. 
A bag 


hung from the neck and extending 
down .the back contains the egg hat- 
vest. 


What eggs z.re notu tilized by the 


trade while stmtly fresh are candled 
and packed av.aj in water-glass Solu- 
tion -for use in out-of-season periods. 


These birds are protected when 


nesting on certain preserves, but on 
uncharted rocks and shore line the 
harvester* take heavy toll. The prac* 
tice of taking but one egg from a 
single nest has helped to keep alivfl 
the species and save the small indus- 
try.

80 it may bo In the row between the 
A. A. U. and the newly organized Na- 
tional Sport Federation, consisting of 
several collegiate organizations, the 
Y. M. C. A. and the Boy Scouts. 
The new t>ody may never supplant 
the A. A. U. as the governing .body 
of amateur sport, but It may force 
the A. A. U. to Institute the reforms 
and control, th« sport along the name 
line that the new body favors. 
If the federation succeeds In con- 
vincing the country that the present 
supervisors of amateur 
sports 
are 
not doing It properly, the A. A. U. 
will have to work along new-lines or 
surrender Its leadership. 
The show down 'will come In 1924, 
when America gets ready to go to 
Paris for the 'Olympic 'games. 
The 
manner In which the A. A. U. hand- 
led the 1920 team in Antwerp caused 
the agitation for reforms and If the 
method of selecting the 1924 team 
is not changed and if better means are 
not provided for the comfort of the 
athletes, there may be two Ameri- 
can teams competing In France. 
Inasmuch as there have been no 
big scandals in amateur sports'and 
since* Interest in those sports 
has 
steadily increased,' perhaps the A. A. 
U. should not be so severely criticiz- 
ed, but there Is no doubt that it could 
get rid of a lot of politics in its man- 
agement. 
Regardless of the fact that 
the 
American team won the 1920 Olym- 
pic championship, politics kept 
the 
United States team from representing 
the real strength of the nation. Petty 
politics kept several star athletes in 
America, who should have made the 
team, and it kept able athletes on the 
sldelnles in Antwerp to watch less 
able members of the team compete. 
The greatest fault with the 1920 
team was the lack of business brains 
at the head of the team. Had it not 
been for Commander Mayo, who step- 
ped in when the "officials" of the 
team were seeing the sights, 
the 
Americans might have lived on ear- 
dines all during the games. 
The miserable accommodations the 
athletes had on the way over and 
the poor quarters they had in Ant- 
werp were brought about by the lack 
of hustle and business sagacity in the 
management of the team. '. 
The A. A. U. has been attacked for 
allowing some of the athletes to go 
on the track drunk in Antwerp. Facts 
will not back up su.ch a charge. No 
one in Antwerp saw a drunken Amer- 
ican on the track and certainly such 
charges should not be made by those 
who "saw" the games in the news- 
papers and 
films.

BAD FILMS AME BLAMKO ON 
THE IMP MIODUGKBfl 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 10.—The 


real reason so 
many 
objectionable 
fllmo are forced in the public Is due 
to the film producing trust, which is 
controlled by the big producers, ac 
cording to W. W. Hodklmon, of 
New York, distributor and original 
organizer of the Paramount Company. 


Hodklnstm has been organizing the 
California exhibitors with a view to 
building an organization of exhibitors 
which will eventually be able to do In- 
dependent buying. 
"The public gets poor films because 
the producer forced them on the ex- 
hibitor against his will." said Hod- 
kinson. "The exhibitor, to maintain 
his standing with the trust distribu- 
tor. Is forced to accept six objection- 
able films in order to get 
the one 
masterpiece the distributor controls. 
"The exhibitor does not want these 
poor films and often has to run them 
at a loss in order to get the one pic- 
ture which will make good money by 
packing hla house. 
"Thus the producer! and their dln: 
tributing agencies prevent public opin- 
ion, working through the distributor, 
from setting the standard for films. 
The public wants 
better films, but 
under the present system, it can't 
get them. 
: - 
"In my opinion there should be a 
few great selective distributing agen- 
cies to handle the entire output of 
producers, and to serve as a neutral 
control between them ind the public. 
"This would Insure healthy compe- 
tition between 
producers, which ia 
lacking now. The quality of pictures 
would go up. and their cost to the 
public would go down. 
. 
. 
"There are too many producers, to- 


day who either fail to 
understand 
American ideals of life and conduct, 
or care nothing about maintaining 
them. 
"The present fifteen or twenty dis- 
tribultlng companies, practically all 
J 


of them trust-controlled mean terlf-i 
ic waste. Over $40,000,000 Is thrown j 
away annually through lack-or co-j 
ordination of this work. If the 1,500 
exhibitors in the United States could i 
choose freely from one or two big 
neutral 
distributing 
organization* 
tremendous saving to the public and 
to the industry would result. 
"The exhibitors must organize and 
exert their buying power to force this 
issue. As soon a8 tfeey do they will 
bring the producers to terms, and 
will force the present large output pf 
morally objectionable films oft the 
market." 
At the National Exhibitors' conven- 
tion in Washington, D. C., in May 
"Hodkinson hopes to swing the dis- 
tributors behind a pdan which will 
insure'better films.
